Very Pee hands are treated 
correctly at home. Usually, an 
occasional filing, with. applications 
of nail polish, is all the attention 
that they. receive, and'one can quite 
safely say-that the hands are fre- 
quently neglected. 

ENLARGED KNUCKLES . | 

Often, quite a beautiful hand is 
spoilt by enlarged knuckles. If this 
enlargement is caused by rheumat- 
ism, you must then correct your 
diet; and eat:only those foods 
which are prescribed by your doc- 
tor. But usually .this enlargement 
is most noticeable among sports 
girls. Constantly gripping a tennis 
racquet, golf club or ball will -gra- 
dually cause an enlargement to: be- 
come noticeable. This can be check- 
ed, and reduced, by painting the 
knuckles nightly with white iodine 
In the morning, massage them with 
a little oil of sweet, almonds. 

Fach night, cleanse’: the hands; 
with warm olive oil. This will keep 
the skin soft and’ supple, and will 
prevent the ‘nails'. from becoming 
brittle also, : 


‘lwearing white- or: pale 


fingers ‘to y. for at feng - five 
minutes. Then-a, small piece of cot- 
tonwool should be dipped in the 
oil, and the nail should be gently 
rubbed from the cuticle to’ the fin- 
gertip. . 

GOOD DISGUISES 

To treat hangnails, first remove 
the. dead skin with cuticle scissors, 
and then bathe them in the oil as 
recommended: above. And ‘last, but 
by no means least, keep your nails 
well shaped. 

There is the shape of your hands 
to be considered. If they are too. 
large, you can disguise. their shape 
by wearing a long, tight sleeve with’ 
a point which come down over the . 
back of the hand. Try not to_ leave 
the sleeve plain. A: black. cuff al- 
ways makes a_ thick wrist appear . 
slimmer. : 

If you have ‘red handé, avoid 
coloured 
sleeves, otherwise there will be too 
much contrast. - : 


Every time-you- apply- cot cream |" 


to your face, massage.a little inte 
the cuticle.’ This entails very little 
time, and will give the nails a well- 
kept appearance. 

When the hands ‘are discoloured, 
sallow, or the skin appears-rough, a 
good bleaching pack will soon set 
matters right. Wash the hands 
thoroughly, apply a little nourish- 
ing cream, and then spread the pack 
thickly over the hands. Work it well 


_into the skin around the knuckles. 


Allow the mixture to remain on the 
skin until it-is ‘dry, then remove 
with warm water, and finish off 
with cold.

The relation. ‘between your cure 
and the appearance of your clothes, 
makes it. necessary to choose 8 suit- 
able foundation. garment to ‘emphas- 
ize the good points of. each as well 
as minimise the defects of the. form- 
I find that the average, woman 
has very little actual knowledge of 
what” constitutes a sa‘‘-factory 
foundation garment and often choo- 
ses one that is neither comfortable 
nor flattering to her figure.
